The SW/SE Advisory Neighbor¬ 
hood Commission 6D held its Sep. 
meeting at the Millennium Art Cen¬ 
ter at 65 I (Eye) St. S.W. 

The city agency which owns the 
fee title of the Waterfront develop¬ 
ment (RLARC/NCRC) explained 
the terms of the proposed sale of the 
title to the Waterfront Developers. 
ANC6D will hold a special public 
meeting on Wed. Oct. 6 to discuss 
the sale and terms, (place to be deter¬ 
mined). The ANC office has phone 
no. 554-1795. 

St. Matthew’s Evangelical Luther¬ 
an Church at 3rd and M St. S.W. 
explained its proposal to demolish 
the current structure and build a 
community center to use for worship 
and public meetings, a coffee shop 
and 78 affordable housing rental 
units in a 5-story complex. 

Requests for grants by the ANC 
(including support for publishing 
The Southwester) were put over until 
the ANC can adopt guidelines at an 
administrative meeting set for Oct. 
13. 

The ANC decided to renew its 
request to the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board to review whether 
H20 Restaurant is operating as a 
restaurant or needs a club license. 

The October regular open meet¬ 
ing of the ANC will be held on 
Mon., Oct. 18, rather than Oct. 11, 
the Columbus Day Holiday. 


“Runaway housing costs about to 
chase you out of Southwest?” asks the 
flier for a “Special Community Meet¬ 
ing” Tues.
